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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bigelow (6647305). 

In figure 1 Bigelow discloses a system and method for generating at least one 
digital drawing and a plurality of drawing views where the system consists of server 122 
associated with client 126 with a data storage device 118 and a CAD system, which 
generates the drawings of parts. The CAD product can be displayed as a drawing or 
three-dimensional model. 

Bigelow does not explicitly state "pre-stored orthographic projection rules" as 
recited in claim 1, but it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that in 
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order to create drawings and three dimensional images, "pre-stored orthographic 
projection rules" must be contained in database 118. 

Bigelow does not recite a "bracket" and "gas turbine engine" as recited in the 
preamble to claim 7. However it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art that the processor programmed to create a plurality of digital drawing views can be 
applied to any structure. Specifically the preamble is not accorded any weight in 
accordance with MPEP 707.07F, which states, "A preamble is generally not 

accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the 

intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the 

preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are 

able to stand-alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and 

Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951)." 

Relevant Prior Art 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Summer (5467293) discloses a, system, which incorporates at least one workstation 
or client /server and/or at least one mainframe computer. There is a CAD system of the user's 
choice, such as are well known in the art, residing on the workstation. The CAD system includes 
a drafting system with a drawing manager system and is preferably feature-based, although it 
could also be attribute-based. 

Steadham (5634016) discloses an event management system, which includes a 

CAD/DATA workstation, used to generate two-dimensional and three-dimensional designs of 
an event layout, multiple perspective views of an event layout, and "walk-through" animations of 
event layouts. It also provides an efficient means for making changes and adjustments to any 
drawing . 

Sasaki (6633400) discloses a print system consisting of a client PC connected to 
a server, which contains a printer description storage area where a printer apparatus is 
used to create drawings. 

Nixon (6633688) discloses an image creation client/server system, which 

includes one or more servers. Presuming that image access and processing is the computational 
task for which the client/server system is designed, the server also includes a sector processor, 
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an image processor, an image source, and an image storage. The image source provides one or 
more images to the image processor. The image processor transforms each image into a set of 
image data, which can be reversed transformed by an image drawing process at the server to 
generate the image, or a view on the image. As the image processor transforms the images, they 
are stored in the storage. The clients and servers of the client/server system are connected for 
communication by a communication facility. The nature of the communication facility depends 
upon the nature of the units of the client/server system.
